Advance: For those of us who 
have never visited there, what are the 
New England states like? 

Walter Brandenburg: You will 
find New England a place of great 
beauty and history. The people take 
pride in knowing they are descendants 
of those who sailed on the Mayflower. 
Many are very religious people, butin 
the past they have known neither the 
Spirit, His power, or the Word of God. 
The culture itself varies from the 
backwoods of Maine to the bustling 
metropolis of Boston. 

David Holland: Having grown 
up in the inner city of Los Angeles, itis 
a joy to enter the community-oriented 
society of New England and see its 
beautifully wooded areas. I have also 
noticed that, while being cosmopolitan 
and sophisticated, somehow the Yan- 
kee spirit of independence has been 
maintained. 

Spiritually, New England is starting

to experience the spring of New Life 
from above. But the population as.a 
whole is largely turned off to any type 
of religion—Jews don't visit the syna- 
gogue much, Catholics are such in 
birth and name only, and Protestants 
are generally not involved. A town of 
20,000 people in the Midwest or South 
would have up to 50 churches, while 
here we would have 12 to 18. 

Advance: Supervisor Kurtz, when 
did the Foursquare message first come 
to New England, and how has it spread 
since then? 

J. Eugene Kurtz: The Foursquare 
Gospel Church first entered the New 
England states in 1950 when Robert 
and Beverly Hils felt called to Maine, 
establishing a work in Gardiner, next 
door to the capital city. Today this is 
our strongest work in Maine. Now we 
have works in Portland, Bath, Skowhe- 
gan, Etna and Bangor, Maine. 

Only five years ago, Robert and 
Janene Prudler returned from Califor- 
nia to their home state of Massachusetts 
to establish a strong congregation in 
Hanson. People came from all over the 
South Boston area to be saved, healed, 
filled with the Spirit, and learn of a 
living, acting Christ they had not

known of before. Soon, a nucleus 
born to open the work in Easton.

Praise the Lord, it seems that with 
each new work born there is also borr 
a spirit of outreach and evangelism 
every new church has at least one 
outreach in another community. Some 
have three outreach works. We now 
have additional fellowships in Tauntor 
and New Bedford, Massachusetts, ane 
in Cranston and New Kingstown)

Kurtz: Definitely, there is a keen 
spiritual sense that God is doing some- 
thing unique and that it is the begin- 
ning of something great. Many believ- 
ers who travel into the area and wor- 
ship are immediately aware of the 
unusualness of the Lord's presence. 
And the Lord is confirming His Word 
as the Scriptures promise with the gifts 
of the Spirit and evidence of miracle 
power. 

Advance: Which brings me to my 
next question: Is it true that Christians 
are personally experiencing signs from 
the Lord as a tangible outgrowth of this 
revival? 

Brandenburg: Yes, people are 
seeing healings of cancer, heart condi- 
tions, incurable diseases and crippling 
disorders. One lady was to have her 
arm amputated at the shoulder be- 
cause of cancer and pain. God com- 
pletely healed her, and she is free of all 
medication. 

Holland: We are also beginning to 
experience unusual qualities from this 
revival. Open, loud, joyful worship 
characterizes the meetings. Gifts of the 
Spirit are setting people free in many 
areas of their lives. Frequent com- 
munion helps us focus on the cross 
ministry of Jesus. Every believer is

Advance: Foursquare members 
around the world would love to see 
this dynamic revival come to pass. 
How can we specifically pray for you?

The military chaplains who represent the 
Foursquare denomination serve with such 
spiritual effectiveness and ministry skill that 
they are rated by their Commanders as 
being among the highest men of God in the 
military. 

Certainly, the call of God to serve as a 
Foursquare United States military chaplain 
requires dedication to a most unique style 
of ministry. The chaplain must minister 
with the distinctives of his denomination 
and, at the same time, serve servicemen 
from varied religious backgrounds—some 
with no religious background at all. 

In order for a clergyman to serve as a 
military chaplain, he must hold a Master of 
Divinity degree, be ordained, then be 
ecclesiastically endorsed to: the military 
from his Church. Currently, eight Four- 
square chaplains serve active duty. 

As Chairman of the Foursquare Chap- 
laincy Commission, | suggest that every 
member and friend of our great national 
church pray regularly for our Foursquare 
chaplains, as they represent us to the 
military youth and officers of our great 
country. 


Chaplain (CPT) Michael S. Dickey 
rises early and runs with the troops 
before breakfast in order to gain oppor- 
tunity to present morning devotions to 
hundreds of these men.

AN IDENTITY FOR THE YOUNG. At the 
same time, there is an identity crisis in 
general among many youths in China. “In the 
Chinese race and culture, personal value is 
seen only in light of its relationship to the rest 
of creation and community,’ Ron explains. 
“This concept is much different from the 
individualism of the North Americans. Yet, 
Hong Kong is one of the most crowded, 
cosmopolitan cities of the world, thus 
exposing the Chinese to Western materialism 
and worldview! 


“For the youth who desire to imitate the West, 
a serious identity crisis is created. Thus, 
evangelism among this age is quite fruitful.” 
Many of the youth of Hong Kong have no 
religion. But many are finding their identity in 
Christ Jesus through the ministry of our Hong 
Kong churches in the high school and 
orphanage.

GROWTH IN NUMBERS. Daniel and 
Heli Larson, missionaries in Colombia, 
South America, report the Lord has 
been adding significant numbers of new 
converts to His Church. Scheduled 
Wednesday mornings are midweek 
praise and worship services in La Cas- 
tellana. 

Large numbers of newcomers attend 
Wednesday morning meetings in the 
town of El Chico, due to the enthusiastic 
invitations of many Christians in the 
church.

As a 
result, more and more believers are 
entering into a closer relationship with 
the Lord. 

“SPIRITUAL CLINIC.” The “Spiritual 
Clinic,” headed by Drs. John and Jean 
Firth, is a weekly meeting in which a 
group of dedicated men and women 
minister inner healing, counseling and 
deliverance to those both inside and 
outside the church. These meetings 
have produced positive results. One 
woman was healed as she received 
deliverance—her spinal column was 
straightened anda short leg was length- 
ened.

These few words are in simple and 
sincere tribute to a man who ministered 
among us for 39 years. Former Midwest 
District Supervisor, Dr. Fred D. Beard, 
Supervisor Emeritus, went to be with the 
Lord on December 2, 1983. 

Dr. Fred Beard was born in Alabama, 
one of a family of eight children. Moving to 
Texas, he graduated from high school in 
1923. Soon he met a lovely young lady 
named Edna Duvall, and they were married 
on July 8, 1927. He later confided to a friend 
that he felt she was the “one” when he first 
saw her! 

The newlyweds entered L.I.F.E. Bible 
College in Los Angeles and, upon graduat- 
ing in 1931, returned to help with a revival 
meeting in Gilliam, Texas, remaining as 
pastors. In the 3% years they ministered 
there, the Beards pioneered churches in 
Weinert, Knox City, Lubbock and Plain- 
view, and held revivals in neighboring

Lord my God wholeheartedly. So on that 
day Moses swore to me, The land on 
which your feet have walked will be your 
inheritance and that of your children 
forever, because you have followed the 
Lord my God wholeheartedly.” (vs. 7-9, 
NIV).

This venture had to be one of faith! There 
was no District assistance in those days. 
Dr. and Mrs, Beard found a building and, in 
order to pay the required deposit, Dr. Beard 
mortgaged his car. But before he could sign 
the papers, the exact amount of money he 
needed came in the mail! This so encour- 
aged his faith that he promised the landlord 
the balance of the money on a certain day! 
Dr. Beard was so confident that the Lord 
would answer prayer that he and his wife 
met the mailman on his way to their 
house...and sure enough, the check was in 
the mail! 

Dr. Beard served ten years as State 
Superintendent of Texas. After this, while 
enjoying a successful term of ministry in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, Dr. Beard was ap-

Bob Temmey quoted Dr. Max Frei of the 
University of Zurich, one of the world’s 
top investigative scientists who specializes 
in tracing where a fabric has been through 
pollen analysis, that after a long investi- 
gation: 

‘‘My tests have convinced me that this 
Shroud is in fact the cloth in which 
Christ’s body was wrapped. I now have 
the statistical proof. My analysis of pollen 
grains has been confirmed under the 
electron microscope beyond any reason- 
able doubt.” 

The late Dr. Frei has proven that the 
Shroud was in Palestine and in Turkey. 
Tradition holds that the Crusaders 
brought it from Constantinople to 
France. Frei stated, ‘I isolated from the 
Shroud more than a dozen pollen grains 
from plants growing in Jerusalem. They 
grow only in the Near East. I am absolute- 
ly sure the pollen of this Shroud came 
from this area.”

What clinched my change of attitude 
from total skepticism to virtually total 
acceptance of the Shroud as genuine was 
the report that Loyola (Chicago) Univer- 
sity professor Francis Filas had proven 
that the coins which covered the eyes of 
the man of the Shroud, as imprinted on 
the Shroud, were in fact rare leptons 
minted by Pontius Pilate in Palestine. 

Acts 1:3 mentions ‘‘many infallible 
proofs” of Christ’s resurrection. Has 
God given us another infallible proof in 
the Shroud of Turin? Some scientists say 
the answer is ‘‘Yes.’’ Last April, on the 
PTL Satellite Network, as astute an 
authority as Presbyterian D. James 
Kennedy also answered ‘‘Yes.” 

The Christian faith does not need the 
Shroud to prove the resurrection. No 
event of ancient history can compare 
with Christ’s resurrection in the availa- 
bility of historical evidences. We don’t 
need the Shroud, but we welcome the 
results of the Shroud’s convincing of 
many that the resurrection actually 
occurred. Jesus lives!

down through the ages. Where is the 
Church inthe timeline of God? Lev. 21:16- 
24 tells of the priestly rules as set by God 
at the time of Moses.
